Quay’s New Bill. 


Senator Mathew Stanley Quay took a novel £ 


method Mis afternoon of getting out what 
little life remained in the force bill. He in- 
troduced a substitute for the Hoar bill, which 
goes to lengths never dreamed of by the most 
ardent of the force bill fanatics. It authorizes 
the president, at his discretion, to suspend 
the writ of habeas corpus, and to call out 
the army, navy and marine band, if necessary, 
to enforce the provision of the act. Quay is 
against the present force bill, because, for one 
reason, he believes it is a Sugar and water 
affair which will be entirely inadequate for the 
purposes for which it is assigned. He there- 
fore offered this bill, concerning the effective- 
ness of which there can be no doubt, on the 
principle that the party should have the game 
if itis going to have the name. However, 
it is not believed that Quay wants his bill 
passe d. He merely hopes to create another 
split in the republican ranks, and add another 
complicating feature to the situation, As an

The Silver Bill Continues to Be the Sub- 
ject of Debate. 

WASHINGTON, January 12.—In the senate, 
among the documents presented and referred, 
were very many petitions and memorials, some 
for and some against the Conger lard bill; 
9 two petitionsin favor of the copyright 

ill. 

At 2 o’clock the finance billcame up, Mr. 
Allen, of Washington, being entitled to the 
floor. | 

Mr. Platt made an explanation as to why he 
had not, according to notice which he gave 
last Friday, moved to take up the bill relating 
to the copyright. He had supposed that there 
would be no urgency of debate on the finance 
bill, but the senator in charge of that bill was 
anxious that debate upon it should be con- 
tinued. Atthe very first opportunity after 
the finance bill was disposed of, he (Platt) 
Mo a ask the senate to consider the copyright 

ill. 

Mr. Paddock gave notice, on the other hand 
that without regard tothe copyright bill, or 
any other bill, he would, at the first oppor- 
aan ask the senate to take up the pure food 

ill. 


MR ALLEN TALKS. 
Mr. Allen addressed the senate in advocacy 
of Mr. Stewart’s amendment to the finance 
bill. The world at large, he said, had seen fit 


‘to adopt, with afew exceptions, the double 


standard of gold and silver, and had, through 
centuries, btilded up a financialfstructure 
It was impossible, at this 
late day, to calla haltin the march. Silver 
today represented about one-half of tho world’s 
supply of money, and one-half ofits value. If 
silver were robbed of its money function and 
converted intoa mere commodity, it would 
become practically worthless, and half the 
value of the world’s assets would be extracted, 
and would be transferred to and swallowed up 
in the remaining metal in order to double its 
monetary powers. Such acrime would be so 
gross, so stupendous, so cruel and ruinous that 
its contemplation excited universal revulsion 
and universal resistance. 
MR. BERRY SPEAKS. 

Mr. Berry addressed the senate in support of 
Mr. Stewart’s amendment. He would vote for 
it, he said, understanding that it provided for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver, and 
placed silver, in all aspects, in regard to the 
right of coinage and the right tobe used as 
money, onan equality with gold, at the rate 
fixed by law. For himself, he said frankly 
that one of the strongest - reasons 
that induced him to support’ the 
amendment was in the hope and belief 
that the free coinage of silver would enable 
the mortgage-cursed people of the south and 
the west to discharge their obligations and to 
rid their homes from mortgages that weighed 
them down, with less labor, less toil, and with 
a much smaller amount of cotton, wheat and 
corn than it would now require, and ifit were 
true that the money paid to holders of govern- 
ment bonds would purchase less of these prod- 
ucts than it now did, they would still receive 
far more than they bad contracted to receive, 
and much more than justice demanded. He 
would not vote for the issue of additional 
bonds—the purpose of which was to continue 
in existence the national banks. Hebelieved 
that the national banks had beena curse to 
the country and thatthe sooner they disap- 
peared the better. 

Mr. Cockrell also made an argument in favor 
of the amendment which was simply, he said, 
a proposition for the free coinage of silver and 
the restoration of silver to all monetary func- 
tions. 

Mr. Allison took the floor and the bill was 
laid aside. After a short executive session 
the senate adjourned. _ 


THE BEHRING SEA DISPUTE. 


The Judicial Determination of the ‘Contro- 
versy Between United States and England. 
WASHINGTON, January. 12.—The Behring sea 

sealeries controversy came up in the United 

States supreme court today on a motion which 

has in view the judicial determination of the dis- 

pute between the United States and Great Britain 
over the seal fisheries. Joseph H. Choate, in be- 
half of Thomas Henry Cooper, owner and claimant 
of the British schooner W. P. Sayward, which 
was seized in the waters of the Behring sea by the 
revenue cutter Rush, petitioned the court for 
leave to file a petition for a writ of prohibition to 
be directed to the judge of the district 
court of, the United States in and 
for the ter ry of Alaska, restraining him from 
proceed with the condemnation and sale of the 
vesser The objectis to have the court take up 
and pass upon the question of the jurisdiction 
over these waters. The chief justice made an 
order giving the attorney general two weeks to file 
an answer to the brief of Choate, giving reasons, 
if any, why the petition should not be granted. The 
court is informed that Sir John Thompson, her 
majesty’s attorney general, of Canada, authorizes 
this motion to be presented with the knowledge 
ae approval of the imperial government of Great 
ritain. 


Modifying the Interstate Bill. 


WASHINGTON, January 12.—The senate inter- 
state commerce committee today pena rf 
agreed to report favorably the senate bill modify- 
ing the anti-pooling section of the interstate com- 
merce act So as to permit the limited pooling of 
traffic. The pbraseology of the bill has not been 
definitely determined on, but it is expected that 
at the next meeting, on Wednesday, ail the details 
will be fixed and the report ordered to be made to 
the senate.

| THE NEGRO WHO OCCUPIES COLONEL 
ZLLIOTI’S SEAT : 


DELIVERS A VERY BITTER TIRADE. 


In Which He Accuses the People of His 


State of the Premeditated Murder 
of Negroes. 


WASHINGTON, January 12.—[Special.]—The 
negro Miller, who was given Colonel Elliott's 
seat in the house last session, by Tom Reed, 
and who now represents the seventh district of 
South Carolina, has ruined his chances of ever 
getting the seat again. 

Today he made one of the bitterest and most 
outrageous attacks upon the people of his dis- 
trict, and of the entire south, ever heard inthe 
halls of congress. He said what the southern 
negro wanted was protection to his life and 
property, and sought to leave the impression 


» Upon the minds of his northern hearers that 


the southern whites go out and Kill 
&- negro every morning before break- 
ast. He was particularly bitter 
in his attacks upon his own state. Since his 
speech it is certain that he will find no one in 
the next house who will voté to give him the 
seat he will contest. Miller does not resemble 
a negro in any respect. He is white, his hair 
is perfectly straight, and, indeed, he is quite a 
distinguished-looking Jman. He is perhaps 
nine-tenths white. E. W. B.

Mr. Blanchard Wants the Government of 


New Hampshire Investigated. 
WASHINGTON, January 12—In the house to- 
day Mr. Blanchard, ef Louisiana offered, for 


reference the following resolution: 

Whereas, It is alleged and believed that certain 
ee persons have, within the territory 
and jurisdiction of the state of 
by conspiracy and show of force, recently set on 
foot and carried into execution plans by which 
the will of the people, as legally expressed at the 
polls in the recent election, had been set aside 
and the government of state subverted; and 

Whereas, These alleged unlawful and revola- 
tionary proceedings involve the title to office of 
the chief magistrate of state andof the United 
States senatorship ; 

Resolved, That the committee on judiciary of 
this house is hereby directed to investigate the 

resent political condition of the state of New 

ampshire, witha view of determining whether 
or not a republican form of government 
exists there within the meaning and intent 
of the constitution of the United States. 
THE SILVER POOL. 

Mr. Dockery, rising to a question of privilege, 
offered a resolution reciting the fact of the 
reference of his ‘‘silver pool’’ resolution to the 
committee on rules, and the fact that that 
committee had refused to report the same, 
and directing the commitiee on rules to report 
the resolution to the house for its considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Dingley made the point that the resolu- 
tion did not involve a question of privilege. 

Mr. Dockery held that, inasmuch as the 


original resolution was a questiqn of phen i 
ts 


it lost none of that privilege by reason of 
reference to the committee. He changed the 
pemerecncey of the pending resolution so as to 
isgharge the committee on rules from further 
consideration of the resolution, and so as to 
bring it now before the house. 
A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. a | 


In the discu~sion as to whether, ine. origina) 
resolution presented was a question of priv- 
ilege, Mr. Crisp said that there was no express 
rulé authorizing the discharge of a committee. 
But this was an extraordinary case. The 
origina] resolution was unquestionably a ques- 
tion of the highest privilege. Ifthe commit- 
tee refused to report on the resolution a motion 
to discharge was privileged. 

The speaker inquired whether the gentleman 
believed that the original resolution was one 
of privilege. 

Mr. Crisp replied that he had assumed that 
the speaker had so held. 

The speaker stated he had not. On the 
contrary, ina somewhat similar case, he had 
ruled (and the house had sustained his ruling) 
that the resolution did not present a question 
of privilege. The chair desired that in this 
case the matter should be disposed of by the 
house, and he therefore submitted the question 
as to whether or not the pending resolution 
was one of privilege. 

The house decided—yeas, 148 ; nays, 830—that 
the question was one of privilege. 

A COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE. 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, offered an amend- 
ment to the Dockery resolution providing for 
the appointment of a special committee of five 
members to inquire into all the facts and cir- 
cumstances connected with the silver pools in 
which the senatorsjand representatives are 
alleged to be interested ; also as to the alleged 
purchase and sale of silver prior to and since 
the passage of the act of July 14, 1890, includ- 
ing the names of persons purchasing or selling 
the same and who are owners of twelve million 
ounces of silver bullion which the United 
States is now asked to purchase. 

Mr, Rogers’s amendment was agreed to, and 
the resolution as amended was agreed to. 

THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 

Mr. Rockwell reported the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill, and it was placed 
upon the calendar. 

The house then, after some sparring as to 
the limitation of the general debate, which 
was finally fixed at one hour anda half, went 
into a committee of the whole for further con- 
sideration of army appropriations. 

MR. STONE ATTACKS THE FORCE BILL. 

Mr. Stone, of Missouri, taking advantage of 
the wide scope allowed to general debate, en- 
tered upon a general denunciation of the elec- 
tions bill, which he denominated a menace to 
the integrity of the states and to the liberties 
of the people. It was an intolerable imper- 
tinence on the part of those who proposed it, 
and of sniveling hypocrisy on tho part of those 
by whom it was urged. It was treason dis- 
guised and brought here in the hands and under 
the protection of hypocrisy. He referred to 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, as representing the 
Oscar Wilde type of statesmanship, and to 
Senator Hoar asa maternal masculinity who 
represented the New Engiand Pecksniff. He 
was heartily tired and sick of this eternal cant 
and hypocrisy. 

The debate became entirely political, and 
the appropriation bill was lost sight of. Those 
who participated in it were Messrs. Grosvenor, 
Enloe, Greenhage of # Massachusetts, 
Lanham, Spinola, Williams of Ohio, and 
Miller of South Carolina. 

WANTS THE ELECTIONS BILL PASSED. 

Mr. Miller said that the colored people did 
not complain that they were not given office. 
What they suffered from was the infernal 
lynch law; nex} they suffered from the Little 
petty system of justices that robbed them of 
the results of their toil from day to day ; third, 
they worked for their taskmasters, and they 
were paid as their taskmasters pleased, for 
the courts were so constructed § that 
negroes had no rights. Talk about 
calling the elections bill a force 
bill! Did not the gentleman from the south 
say that it was a white man’s right to rale and 
to control elections ; and that if they could not 
control them by a majority vote they would 
control them by forceand fraud. The negroes 
wanted an election law that would compel 
the people of the south to regard the rights of 
the hegro and white man and to 
their ven as fant, ame ——— would result 
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tions bill, South Carolina would have six or 
seven republicans here. 

The committee then ed to the con- 
sideration of the appropriation bill by sections. 

Mr. Bland offered. an amendment providing 
that nothing of the appropriation for the pay 
of the army shal! be paid to officers detailed to 
State colleges and institutions. This was ruled 
out on a point of order, from which ruling Mr. 
Biand appealed, pending which the committee 
rose and the house adjourned.

The committee find that the ballot box contract 
was prepared by Riohard G. Wood; that the sig- 
natures were forged; that none of the persons 
named in the contract had any improper interest 
in the ballot box; that Wood uttere yire aby to

aided in uttering it by exhibiting the paper and 
4 pene but that neither Foraker nor 

alstead knew that it was a forgery.

= SE Phe Cold Weather in Europe... 


LONDON, January 12.—7 a. m.—Throughout 
England intensly cold weather continues to 

revail. In addition dense fogs are general, 

ut there has not been any more snow. In 
the Hebrides, or western islands, the tem- 
perature’ registered fifty degrees. The 
continent is jstill suffering from snowstorms 
so severe that several express trains, between 
Hamburg, Cologne, Berlin and Vienna are 
snowed up. The mails have been considerably 
delayed throughout Europe. 

VIENNA, January 12.—Information received 
here from Serajevo, the capital of Bosnia, 
shows a serious disaster visited Liuno. An 
avalanche crashed down from the mountains 
close by that place, and a number of houses in 
the town were completely buried in the snow. 
The immense weight of the snow crushed the 
houses upon which it fell, and their occupants 
are buried in the ruins of theirdwellings. At- 
tempts were immediately made to recover the 
bodies of the dead, and to extricate the living. 
So far the rescuers have succeeded in recover- 
ing the bodies of seventeen persons crushed to 
death. In addition to the dead, they have re- 
moved a number of persons severely injured.

THEY WILL STAND BY GLADSTONE, 


The Liberals Were Never More United Than 
They Now Are. ' 


LONDON, Jantary 12,—A dispatch was sent to 
Mr. Gladstone today, in regard to Parnell's state- 
ment in his Limerick speech, that McCarthy 
communicated to the ex-premier the substance of 
Parneli’s manifesto before it was published.

WHAT THE LEGISLATURE IS DOING. 


The Effect of the Turner Letter—It Does the 
Republicans No Good—The Pros and 
Cons in the Senatorial Race. 


Topeka, Kansas, January 12.—[Special.}— 
All the members of the legislature have ar- 
rived and with them a lobby which has 
crowded the capacity of all the hotels of the 
city. Thereis littie interest in the organiza- 
tion of the house, as ex-Lieutenant Governor 
P. P. Elder will be chosen speaker by accla- 
mation. Aside from theinternal dissensions 
in the alliance camp over the McGrath-Turner 
matter, the United States senatorship engages 
the attention of everybody. 

While the republicans hoped the Turner 
letter would frustrate and divide the alliance 
forces, and allow them to re-elect Ingalls, 
it will not have that result. The leaders do 
not intend that such republican firebrands 
shall disorganize their forces, Among all the 
alliance members present there seems tu be a 
determination to defeat —s They have 
come here with that end in view, and it is 
safe to predict that there will be very little, if 
any, legislation before the 27th instant, the 
day a senator is elected by a joint ballot of 
both houses. 

The republican managers are working in- 
dustriously for Ingalls, but with little success. 
They are unable to approach. the alliancemen, 
and they are eyed with suspicion when they 
attempt to engage in conversation with 
them. The republicans have their headquar- 
ters open constantly, but the alliance mem- 
bers never gothere. The alliance headyuar- 
ters are at the National hotel, where the mem. 
bers and lobbyists throng in greatnumbers. All 
the candidates for senator are quartered there 
and the rooms of P. P. Elder, J. F. Willits 
and Jerry Simpson are headquarters for the 
new members as they arrive in the city. 

There is no change in the senatorial sitna- 
tion. Willite, itis conceded, is the leading 
candidate, but Elder is gaining strength rap- 
idly and it is believed he will go into the fight 
with thirty-five votes. If he does he will be- 
come @ formidable candidate, and it is certain 
that either Willits, Elder or Peffer will be 
named by the alliance senatorial caucus. 
Judge Peffer’s strength is with the ex-repub- 
licans in the alliance. Whilehe will not have 
all of them, he will have enough to become a 
dangerous competitor. to Willits and Elder. 
Willits will get the democratiofalliance votes 
and a few ex-repnblicans, while Elder will 
command all the union labor, greenback and 
Knights of Labor support, with a sprinkling 
from other classes. General Rice is on the 
ground making a hard fight for Ingalls’s seat, 
but he will have very littlesupport. Hethrew 
away every chance he ever had when he 
called a national third party cau- 
cus without authority. He will not be 
able to master more than a half dozen votes. 
In case of a failure to agree upon either 
Wiilits, Pefferor Elder, Jerry Simpson will 


| loom up as an available compromise candi- 


date, and should. his name be presented at the 
proper time, would go through with a whoop. 
Jerry says he is not a candidate, but he acts 
like one. He pays a great deal of attention to 
the members as they arrive, and is becoming a 
general favorite among them. 

It is not thought that much legislation will 
be effected. Every new member has his 
pockets full of local bills in their crude con- 
dition, and it is thought that by the time fifty 
da 's have rolled round they will have become 
disgusted with statesmanship and be quite 
ready to return to their families.

Yesterday. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, via. Rushville, Neb., Jan- 
uary 12.—It is understood that a big talk between 
the chiefs of the hostiles and General Miles will 
be held today, while several bands reinain outside 
the agency. 

During the morning a number of bucks and 
squaws from the hostile camp arrived on hotse- 
back and in wagons in all stages of dilapidation. 

The arrivals, however, were not a8 numerous as 
have been expected. The main body of the Indians 
still remain near the mission. 

As the refugees or visitors reached the outposts 
‘they were deprived of their’ anns by the guards. 
The wily hostiles, however, displayed only a few 
weapons, and these were later returned them when 
the owners went back to the hostile camp. 

Itis not at all improhable that many of the 
bucks had arms coucealed about their persons. 
Up to midday the chiefs mentioned inst night 
who were expected to hold a big talk with General 
Miles, had not made their appearcnce, but poy 4 
after noon it was discovered that the hostiles 
made @ rapid advance, and about 1,000 of them 
have arrived to within 1,000 yards of the pickets 
outside of the agency. 

General Miles and staff went to the picket lines 
and after a short inspection of the bands, returne 
to the ney for the time being. The Indians 
will not rmitted to enter the agency, and 
communication with them from within has been 


prohibited.

It is generally 
surmised that work has only been suspended 
untila better and cheaper line between the 
points mentioned cap be secured, as the pres- 
ent line would be very costly. |

He gotto Tarboro,i the upper portion of 
North Carolina, on January 2d, and at once 
commenced to picture to the negroes the ad- 
vantages of emigrating to this state. He had 
employed quite a number, and was preparing 
to leave on the 7th, when, on the night of the 
6th, he was waited upon by about thirty armed 
men, wearing white caps and with their faces 
blackened, and warned by them to leave the 
town immediately, and, under peril of his life, 
not to attempt to carry a single negro with 
him. He bid the town a hasty good-bye and 
is now back in Georgia. 


ATLANTA ENTERPRISE 


In South Georgia—What Major A. J. Orme 
of Atlanta, Is Doing in Baker County. 
The Albany News and Advertiser has the 


following from Hon. T. W. Fleming, county 
school commissioner of Baker county, concern- 
ing the interest of Major A. J. Orme, of At- 
lanta, in that county: 

NEWTON, Ga., January 3, 1590.—Gentiemen: 
During the past month, in my rounds among the 
public schools, I chanced to spend a day and night 
with my ol.i friend, Mr. G. F. King, whom I have 
known from his boyhood, He is now acting as 
agent for Major A. J. Ormes, of Atlanta, for his 
extensive landed interest in southwest Georgia, 
principally in Baker and Miller counties. 

While at Mr. King’s he took me to “Orme’s 
chapel,” just then about completed, and inte nded 
for school purposes on week days and for religious 
meeting on Sabbaths. 

And now gentiemen, to Bay I was pleased, would 
be doing injustice to Baker county's benefactors. 
In fact I was charmed, and feit that I would go 
into ecstasies, as the sight was so strange, to see 
such a schoolhouse in the piney woods of this 
county! Would that there were forty just such 
school buildings in this county; then indeed 
would we, who have the education of the poor at 
heart, take courage and press forward and 
onward in the good cause of education and 
morals. 

Orme’st chapel would be an ornament toany 
community, and would eyen gracea fashionable 
village. 

The design, the size, the work and finish are all 
first-class, and reflect great praise on the liberal 
projectors, Major Orme, of Atlanta, and Mr. King, 
of this county: 

Orme’s chapel is 25x40 feet, chapel proper 25x32 
feet, with vestibule 8x17 feet; also an &x8 foot 
ante-room under the steeple, and will be used 
by the pupils as a place for books, lunch 
baskets, hats, bonnets, etc., in week days, 
and on Sundays for the mothers in Israel to take 
their little nursing babes, when hunger causes 
them to yeil and disturb the preacher. Mr. 
Orme's lands were known in ante-bellnm times 
as the Jones place, and Mr. King, who is our 
county surveyor, showed me an accurate plat, 
showing his surveys and his subdivisions into 
sixty-two and one-half acre lots. 

These small farms of sixty-two and one-half 
acres each are not on the market, and cannot be 
bought for any price, but are for _ rent, 
and Mr. King says men of limited 
means could not do better than make 
their homes in so favorable a location. Lands 
have good clay subsoil, water good, and as healthy 
a place as there is in Georgia. g two-room 
framed house will be built on each of these small 
lots, with piazza iv front and kitchen in rear; and 
when a sufficient number of renters are settled to 
warrant a further expinditure of funds, a store 
and postoffice will spring into existence; also an 
artesian well will be put down with pipes running 
to each dwelling house. 

There are now quitea number of good, tem- 
perate, and intelligent farmers who have recently 
ought from Major Orme and fron: other persons 
in the neighborhood, and Mr. King reports to me 
that it will be, strictly speaking a white man's 
settlement, as the darkies have already made 
their exit. The patrons of the school tell me the 
school will open with twenty-six pupils of school 
age, and | consider this a good beginning,and the 
new comers should be encouraged by all who have 
an interest in public schools,

Has Been Running for Twenty-one 
Months. 

From the New York World. 

Here is a new scheme to evade the lottery 
laws, and it is practised here in New York in 
the face and under the eyesof the police, the 
government detectives and Postmaster Wana- 
maker’s decrees. 

You pay one dollar and apply fora loan of 
money and if you are lucky you may obtain a 
“loan” of from $10,000 to $5. But, according 
to all that a reporter for the World has as yet 
been able to learn, a man lucky enough to ob- 
tain a loan has net yet been found. 

Like many other schemes resulting in wealth 
to the schemers, this one fonnd birth in Cali- 
fornia. But the lottery has an agency in New 
York and is preparing to do business on an'ex- 
tensive scale. ’ 

If the managers of the Louisiana Lottery 
company had pursued the tactics adopted by 
the company of California speculators, they 
would probably have been successful in their 
attempt to obtain a renewal of their. charter. 
If John A. Morris and his associates had been 
as crafty as ‘Sharon’ and company they could 
Still dispose of lottery tickets in this city with- 
out molestation by the authorities. 

For twenty-one months a lottery company, 
organized in California, has been operated 
under a novel system, and as it had offices in* 
all the principal cities and had numerous ‘“‘so- 
liciting agents” the sales of tickets have been 
large and the treasury of the company filled 
with the doliars of the dupes. 

This lottery is operated under the title of 
‘**The Guaranty Loan and Trust Co.” 

Drawings take place monthly under the 
name of ‘‘loans,’’ or at leasta circular is is- 
sued giving what are alleged to be drawings, 
and giving in detail the numbers of tickets 
said ‘to have been successful in obtaining 
‘‘loans.’’ The aggregate of these loans is $60,- 
000 a month. The tirst number out of the 
whee! is entitled to the capital prize, $10,000; 
the second to $6,000 and the third to $3,000. 
There are also five loans of $500 each, six of 
$250 each, and so on down to 1,000 at $5 each, 
there being a total of 4,000 possible chances of 
success, according to the scheme. Inauiry 


bought tickets, failed toshow that any of them 
had ever been among the 4,000 winners, and, 
aS One man remarked: 

NO PRIZE WINNERS FOUND. 

“IT don’t know that only unsold tickets draw 
prizes, but I never drew a prize and I don’t 
know any one who has.”’. | 

When asked bya World reporter why he 
bought tickets when he had no faith in the 
concern, the man replied: “Oh! the tickets 
are cheap and it nay strike me some day.’’ 

The main office of this novel lottery com- 
pany are on Market, McAllister and Jones 
streets, San Francisco, and there the -applica- 
tion for tickets may be sent, as the drawing 
list shows, ‘‘by mail and express. All appli- 
cations must be accompanied with our charge 
of one dollar.’’ 

In this city the company is represented by 
*Sharon & Co,”’ at No. 712 Broadway. By the 
sub-agents and soliciting agents applicants for 
loaus are impressed with the fact that Mr. 
*‘Sharon’’ is a gon of the late Senator Sharon, 
of California, who won wealth as a mine oper- 
ator. The assertion that Sharon, of the lot- 
tery tirm, is related to the former senator is 
not believed. His name is probably used with- 
out authority to intluence people to buy tickets 
and enrich the company. 

Some of the agents, however, have made a 
study of the Sharon family history. They can 
tell how the scandal originated in 1883, when 
Sarah Althea Hill brought suit for divorce 
from Senator William Sharon, and how in 
1884 she obtained a decree; how subsequently 
Sharon died and Sarah married her lawyer, 
Judge Terry, and how later Judge Terry was 
shot and killed for making an attack on Jus- 
tice Field. 

“Solieiting agents” work-on a commission. 
They make money fast and are liberal. They 
receive 13 cents for each ticket they sell, and 
for every twenty ticketssuld they are given a 
drawing. The probabilities are that the agents’ 
drawings represent ail the prize-money dis- 
tributed. A “soliciting agent’? engages sub- 
agents, and he pays thei a small commission. 
As tlie ‘‘drawings”’ take place on the 20th of 
each month agents must make return of money 
or tickets on the 13th. If an agent failsto do so 
his tickets are declared void and innocent vic- 
tims have no possible chance of obtaining a 
*loan.’”’ One of the most prominent *‘solicit- 
ing agents’’ in this City, is a short, stocky man 
with red hair, who calls himseif P. J. Hart. 
He frequents hotels and other popular resorts, 
and his sales of tickets are large. Ileisalways 
willing to make a man a sub-agent, andis will- 
ing at all times to discuss the scheme of run- 
ning a lottery as a ‘Guaranty Loan and Trust 
company.” 

SCENE IN “SHARON'S” OFFICE, 

The ottice of “Sharon & Co,”’ the New York 
representatives of the ‘‘Guaranty Loan & 
Trust company,” at No. 712 Broadway, are on 
the tirst flour of the building, in the rear. A 
visitor, upon reaching the head of the first 
flight of stairs is confronted with a white- 
painted glass door, with a black letter inscrip- 
tion, “Sharon & Co.’’ Entering the door he 
finds a high desk, with a wire screen, and back 
in the corner a small, square flat-topped desk. 
On neither desk is there a book of accounts or 
other evidence of business being done. The 
rooms are furnished meagrely, and give the 
impression that if the firin moved in 4 hurry, 
without their furniture, they would not be 
much out of pocket. 

Inquiry for Mr. Sharon is met by the querry: | 
‘Wor what do you wish to see him ?”’ 

When a World reporter called a few days | 
ago he answered Mr. Sharon’s question by say- 
ing: ‘I wish to get last month’s drawing.’’ 

Mr. “Sbharon,’”’ whois a short, stout man 
with a blond mustaciie, answered: 

“Tam Mr. Sharon. Wehave not got the 
full drawing in yet, we havo only got the cap- 
itals.’’ 

Then he handed the reporter a card three in- 
ches by two and a half, on which was printed 
the following: 


SAN FRAN 
GUARANTY LOA 


The reporter then asked when the full list 
would arrive and was told it was “expected in 
a few days.” 

“Well, I want to get another ticket,” said 
the reporter, and he took some money from his 
pocket. : 

“We can’t sell them in the office,” was the 
cautious reply. ‘‘You will have to get them of 
the agents.”’ Then, as if seeking an excuse to 
obtain the reporter’s money, ‘“‘Sharon”’ asked: 
“Who sent you here?” 

‘‘Hart,”’ was the prompt reply. 

“Oh! that’s all right then,’ said “Sharon.” 
“Step out into the hall fora moment and I'll 
fix you up.”’ : 

The reporter went out into the hallway, 
where a moment later he was joined by Sha- 
ron’s partner, who would not give his name 
but said, ‘Iam the company.” Hedrew irom 
his pocket-an envelope containing about twenty 
tickets and said: 

“Take your pick. I don’t suppose it makes 
any difference to you what number you take.”’ 
THE SHREWDNESS DISPLAYED.

The Journal asks, if the farmers. must 
have relief, why not the newspaper men? It 
characterizes our plea forthe farmers 4s 
truckling to class interests. Then it pro- 
ceeds to say that the farmers are the most 
industrious, frugal and well-to-do class of 
people in the country, and no more in need 
of relief than the newspaper men. 

Of late we have had noend of this lofty 
monsense from the gold bugs and their 
organs.. They always talk in this superior 
and owlish fashion when the farmers kick 
against unjust taxes and financial oppres- 
gion. 

But the comparison between the farmers 
and the newspaper mer is simply absurd. 
‘The newspaper men constitute a small class. 
They do not feed and clothe everybody, nor 
bear the heaviest burdens of taxation, nor 
are theythe backbone of the country, and 
thé very foundation of society and govern- 
ment. But the farmers answer every point 
in this description. From the earliest times 
down to the present it has been remarked 
that no nation remained strong, and at the 
front, without a2 prosperovs and contented 
yeomanry. ‘To speak up for the interests of 
the chief producers of a country, the men 
whose skill and labor have made our civil- 
ization possible, cannot in any sense be 
called truckling to a class. 

The Albany paper, and all the organs of 
the money rings, see no favoritism, no in- 
justice in granting special favors to monop- 
olists and speculators, but they take the 
alarm when the farmers demand honest 
taxes and a better financial system. These 
arrogant plutocrats seem to believe that

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are now fighting. They seem to forget that 
the farmers have always beena wise and 
beneficial element in our statesmanship.

If they 
had read, say 2,000 volumes apiece, it is not 
likely that they would write half as well. In 
fact, the probability is that they would be 
doing hack work, and would never be 
heard of. 

Our ambitious young writers must read 
fewer books and better books. They must 
do more thinking. They must use their 
eyes and their ears more. Then they must 
profit by the example of Haggard and Kip- 
ling, and try new fields, new subjects, and 
scenes and characters heretofore neglected. 
If they are unwilling to follow this course, 
let them give up all hope of. making fame 
and fortune in the ranks of the successful 
novelists of our time. 


Baby Bonds In Virginia. 

It is suggested, and the proposition meets 
with some favor, that in settling her debt 
Virginia shall issue $1,000,000 in such small 
bonds as may be used as currency by the 
peaple. 

Those who favor this plan say that it will 
inflate the currency, and afford immediate 
relief in Virginia. France, it will be recol- 
lected, raised the German indemnity by 
issuing small bonds, and plenty of ready 
money among her people soon brought 
about increased prosperity. 

To make such a scheme of practical bene- 
fit, many important details will have to be 
considered and decided upon. In some 
states constitutional restrictions stand in the 
way of thus swelling the volume of currency, 
but in others the experiment would doubt- 
less be satisfactory. 

Still, the people will demand something 
more than the baby bond scheme. They 
need an honest currency that will meet the 
wants of the country, and they are deter- 
mined that it shall not be controlled by a 
few money kings and the national banks. 
en he Virginia suggestion shows that if the 
people cannot obtain financial relief in a 
regular way, they will take it in an irregu- 
lar way. More money they must have, and 
more money they will have! 


The Beginning of the End. 


There seems to be great trouble in the 
Shenango and Mahoning valleys of Pennsyl- 
vania. Twenty-three blast furnaces have 
shut down in these valleys and nearly 10,000 
men have been thrown out of employment. 

This isa very serious state of affairs in- 
deed, and The American Manufacturer, of 
Pittsburg, has been making inquiries as to 
the cause. It has been claimed by some of 
our northern contemporaries that southern 
competition in the manufacture of iron, as 
in the manufacture of cotton goods, would 
make no impression on northern production 
for years to come, if, indeed, it made any at 
all. Mr. Edward Atkinson has already put 
on record his belief that the south can never 
become the center of cotton manufacture, on 
account of climatic conditions. | 

And yet the owners of the furnaces which 
have just gone out of blast in Pennsylvania 
and Ohio are inclined to take a wholly dif- 
ferent view of southern competition. They 
say that the reason they can’t continue op- 
erations under present conditions is the large 
amount of southern iron that is shipped into 
their districts, They say that since June l, 
1890, from 40,000 to 50,000 tons of this 
southern iron has been received in the 
valleys, displacing an equal amount of local 
production. ‘They declare that for months 
a fair quality of southern iron was delivered 
at the Youngstown mills for $14 a ton, and 
large sales were mado at this price. Last 
week the prices quoted for Alabama pig were 
$13.25 and $13.85 a ton. 

At this point, it seems, the Pennsylvania 
and Ohio furnacemen concluded to throw up 
their hands, The American Manufacturer 
thus describes the sithation, and gives the 
reasons of the furnacemen for suspending 
operations: 

Southern railroads virtually enter into partner- 
ship with the furnacemen by hauling material and 
products under the sliding scale arrangement. 
Iron is hauled from Birmingh@m, Ala., to Youngs- 
town, O., about 800 miles, for $10 perton. The 
rate paid on pigiron from Youngstown to Pitts- 
burg, 64 miles, is 80 cents per ton. In one case this 
is 44 cent a ton amile,inthe other $1.23 per ton. 
In moving furnace supplies the southern roads 
again favor the furnacemen. Pocahontas coke is 
sentinto the Chattanooga district at the cost of 
Connellsville coke in the Mahoning and Shenango 


valleys, though the distance in the one case is 424 
miles and in the other 130. The sliding scale, 


which fixes freight rates according to the selling 
price of iron, is another illustration of-the manner 
in which southern railway companies co-operate 
with furnaceowners. Maboning and Shenango val- 
ley furnacemen hold th&t they should be protected 
from southern competition by making the rate on 
iron from the south commensurate with that on 
iron going out of the valleys. The valley furnace- 
men say that, being situated midway between the 
ore and the coke supplies, they should be able to 
produce iron in competition with any part of the 
north, and would do 80 were they protected from 
southern inroads. 

We presume that what is here said is true. 
The roads are interested in getting business, 
and they have to meet the competition of the 
water route that is now open between Ala- 
bama and the iron region of Pennsylvania. 
It is significant, however, that the furnace 
owners and The American Manufacturer do 
not give the real gist of the matter. It is 
not the difference in freight rates, nor is it 
low freight rates that have compelled twenty- 
three furnaces in the Shenango and Mahon- 
ing valleys to go out of blast. Transporta- 
tion facilities have some bearing on the ques- 
tion, but the real reason lies in the fact that 
southern iron can be produced at prices with 
which the Pennsylvania and Ohio furnaces 
cannot compete. It is not a question of 
capital or of experience—it seems to be purely 
and simply a matter of geological formation, 
over which man has nocontrol. In Ala- 
bama the geological formation is such as to 
place the ore fields side by side with the coal 
and lime necessary to the manufacture of 
iron, These conditions are not duplicated 
anywhere in the world so far as we know. 
They exist only in the south, and the south 
must reap the advantages ofthem. This is 
inevitable, and the sooner the iron capitalists 
of the north recognize the fact, the better it 
will be for them.

But the 
statistics of northern persons living in the south 
were given for 1880 at 240,885. There has been an 
increase theretore in northern immigration to the 
south of 94.6 per cent,

The 
concession was promulgated late in December, 
and provides that General Sturm shall establish 
four coloniesin different parts of Mexico, for 
which the governmen: will sell him 250,000 hec- 
tares of surveyed and arable public land in the 
states of Durango, Chihuahua, Coahuila, Oaxaca 
and Michoacan. A hectare is nearly 
two and one-half acres. The first colony 
must be sent to these lands within 
three years, and consist of two hundred persons 
selected from Americans of Mexican descent in 
California, Colorado, New Mexico or Arizona. 
They are toengage in stock-raising, the manu- 
facture of barrels, staves, hoops and headings for 
coopers, beer, spirits and perfumery, engage in 
canning vegetables, fruit and fish, and also in 
paper-making under a special agreement to make 
paper at certain given prices. The concession is 
said to be exceedingly valuable and sufficiently 
generous, so that it will make General Sturm a 
rich man, as capitalists are already engage! to 
put money into the project.

I 
was convinced of the absolute necessity of a 
direct steamship line from Europe to the 
south.

manu, Austrian and Norwegian emigrants. 
Being a German, I was particularly interested 
in that feature. It was impossible to get these 
farmers and other good immi ts south 
without a direct line. Landing in New York, 
the immigrant had no way to go but west. 
The transportation lines were all interested in 
having him go there, and the immigrants were 
thoroughly drilled by agents of these companies. 
The south was pictured to them as a land of 
negroes and fevers, unhealthy and inhospitable ; 
and the west as a paradise. Then the south, 
so far as immigration is concerned, is almost 
an untried field, and the emigrant instinctively

“I went to Germany and investigated care- 
fully.

He said the present building was not only 
entirely incapable of meeting the require- 
ments of the department, but was also dam- 
aging to adjacent property, in none of which, 
howevér, he said he was interested. 

The board favor selling the present station 
house and erecting a building in a more re- 
mote quarter of the city. 

Investigating the Jail Breaking. 

The board investigated the escape of the 
prisoners on Sunday night. 

It was shown that two bars had been sawed 
out of the topof one of the cages, and eight 
prisoners made their escape. Five were under 
charge of violation of state laws and three 
were in for city cases. 

Yesterday morning two of those who es- 
caped came to the station house and gaye 
themselves up. They were small negro boys, 
and had been arrested for violation of the city 
ordinances. ; 

The officers were ordered to be more strict 
in their searching and watching of prisoners 
hereafter. 

SERGEANT BRENNING. 

Patrolman Casper Brenning was promoted 
to a sergeant’s place to succeed Sergeant Eng- 
lish, who died last week. Suitable resolutions 
were adopted upon Sergeant English’s death, 
a copy of which will be sent to his bereaved 
family.

Business Suspended During the Funeral 
Services. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., January 12.—fSpe- 
cial.]—Today was a sad one with the people of 
Milledgeville, the tidings of Colonel 
Humber’s death being like a pall over the 
city. At 4 o’clock this evening business was 
partially suspended, and a great crowd gath- 
ered at the family residence on Hancock [| 
street, where the services were conducted by 
Rev. Mr. Seals, of Putnam county. Sweet 
music, including Colonel Humber’s favorite 
tunes, were rendered by the Methodist choir, 
with touching effect. The floral tributes, 
under which the casket was literally buried, 
were beautiful tokens of the love in which he 
washeld. A beautiful floral pillow was sent 
in by the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, he being a member of that organiza- 
tion, and the first male member elected here. 
The college cadets escorted the corpse to the 
tomb, and the college trustees and citizens 
generally made up the long procession that 
marched in sorrow to the last sad scenes. 

A conspicuous figure attending the solemn . 
setvices was an old negro who had known and 
loved the distinguished dead through his 
noble career, He was coming from Macon 
this morning to Haddock’s station, when he 
heard the news of Colonel Humber’s death, at 
which he wept as though his heart would 
break. He came on to the city to witness the 
last sad rites, and when darkness had covered 
the earth, this simple old soul still lingered at 
the tomb, wiped the tears from his eyes, and 
with a thoughtful, gloomy countenance turned 
his face from his friend forever. The scene 
was a touching one; it was the silent tribute 
ofasimple and devoted heart to a sublime 
and noble life. 


DEATH FROM SMALLPOX, 


A Case Contracted in Savannah Ends Fatally 
in Hardeeville. 


Cuarteston, 8. C., January 12.—Albert 
Jones, who was reported by the state board of 
health as having a case of smalipox at Hardee- 
ville, in Colleton county, died from the effects 
of the disease on Sunday evening. Jones was 
a foreman on the Charleston and Savannah 
railway. It is supposed that he contracted 
the disease while at work on a Spanish bark, 
which was unloading at Savannah. Jones 
left Savannah to go to Hardeeville to work on 
the engine, which was at work on the Savan- 
nah river trestle. While at work at Hardee- 
ville the disease broke out, and Jones was 
sick for about a week. Dr. Frazer pronounced 
itacase of smallpox. Upon the request of 
the state board of health, Governor Tillman 
appointed Dr. Howard as inspector of tho 
case. No other cases have been reported at 
Hardeeville. Mr. Jones was so completely 
isolated, and such strict precautionary meas- 
ures were adopted, that there is no fear of 
the disease having been contracted by any 


one. 

The Charleston and Savannah road sent a 
coffin to Hardeevillé and will look after the 
funeral arrangements of Jones.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 12.—The stock market was 
quite active today, and furnished more excitement 
than on any day since the great break in November, 
and, while the firm tendency of prices was upward, 
there was a natural reaction toward the close. Con- 
sidering the material advance which the market has 
had since the first of the year, which has been practi- 
cally without a set back of any kind, there was a wide- 
spread sentiment that a reaction was in order and to- 
day it came, the bulls seeming rather to favorit than 
oppose it, probably under the idea that it would bring 
in fresh buying and give increased breadth to the 
market. Dealings in the general list, however, were 
completely overshadowed by those in Sugar Refineries, 
which were given ajump upon the short interior for 

‘vompletion Sof reorganization and prospective pay- 
mentof5 per cent in cash, which is called deferred 
dividend. There were extremely large -and excited 
crowds gathered in the Stock Exchange this morning, 
and at the sound of the gavel a scene of the wildest ex- 
citement ensued, large orders having been placed in 
the market to buy, while shorts fairly climbed over 
each other to recoup their contracts. This stock had 
closed Saturday at 707%, and the first saie recorded this 
morning was at 74, while higher quotations were made 
on different sides of the crowd: At the same time the 
demand was so great, however, that 81's was reached 
before this demand was satisfied and the price then 
reacted to 78, where it was maintained for the rest of 
the day. In the general list there was the same taking 
of profits, which in the afternoon forced the list off, 
and while there were a few specially strong spots, as 
Chicago, Gas, Northern Pacific, Missouri Pacific and 
silver certificates, Grangers were weak, Atchison and 
Rock Island in particular and Lackawanna also tailed 
behind the rest of the list. Early gains were all wiped 
out through a spurt in Chicago Gas in the afternoon 
on rumors of a new bull poolin stock, and also of a 
probable deciaration of dividend. Arise of nearly 5 
per cent was scored, but realization afterward wiped 
pte Ne greater portion of this improvement. Silver 
cermificates were more active than for «along time and 
decidedly strong advices from Washington giving en- 
couragement to those who are hoping fora wider use 
ofmetal. The general list presented no special feature 
whatever, but slowly sagged o* during the afternoon 
and the market finally ciosed active but heavy at or 
near the lowest prices of the day and only slighty 
changed from the finals of Saturday.

These experiments cannot be considered 
conclusive, for the soil was not all of the same 
quality, as was shown by the variation of the 
| © unfertilized crops from 12.7 to 29.6 bushels per 

acre. 
; ; Still they are instructive, and of especial 

‘+ value, because they show how thoroughly 

- and patiently we must investigate if we would 
- get at nature's secrets. * She seems 
to hold them in‘ reserve as_ especial 
| rewards for the diligent. For example, 

these experiments show that while the nitro- 
genous constituent is good in certain quanti- 
ties, the same quantity is more available in 
some combinations than in others. Thus 
sulphate of ammonia containing 254 pounds of 
nitrogen placed with phosphoric @eid and 
potash, made 28.8 bushels, while cotton seed 
containing 26 pounds of nitrogen, placed with 
the dame proportion of phosphoric acid and 
potash made 22.3 bushels. In the second ex- 
periment the results were respectively 29 and 
26.3 bushels. In the first experiment, when 
the quantity of ammonia was doubled,the yield 
fe)l from 288 to 21.4 bushels. In the second 
instance double ration cut the yield 
down from 29 to 21.6 bushels.

The notes on experiinent 1 illustrate the method 
of studying the results. Itis but simple candor 
to ssy that the results on this plot do not fully 
sustain the partial conclusions based on experi- 
mentil. It should be noted that the soil of plot 1 
in this experiment is much better than the soil on 
the other parts of the section, and this better 
quality continues, but gradually diminishing, to 
about plot 8 ~The north half of pilot 6 was 
injured seriously by a wash, or gully. 

Subsoiling.—An incidental feature was to 
ascertain the effect of subsoiling. For this pur 
pose the plot was divided by a line drawn through 
the middle—across the rows. The south half was 


¢ Subsoiled with a two-horse subsoil plow to the 


depth of ten inches. In all other respects the 
pre aration was identical with that of the north 
ali. ‘The result shows the average yield of the 
subsoiled haif to have been 25.08 bushels of shelled 
corn per acre, and of the unsubsoiled half 24.19 
bushels, a difference in favor of subsoiling of 0.89 
bushels per acre, or a little more than 3! pecks. 
THE RESULTS SUGGEST 

1. That the nitrogenous fertilizers increase the 
yield of corn materially. 

2. That nitrate of sodais better for corn than 
either sulphate of ammonia, cotton seed meal, 
dried blood, or stable manure. 

3. That it is easy to apply too much nitrogen to 


rn. 

4. That nitrogen, in moderate quantity, com- 
bined with phosphoricacid and potash, is better 
than when used alone, on corn. 

&. That superphosphate does not give satisfac- 
tory results when nsed ajone on corn. 

6. That it is not advisable to apply potash alone 
on corn. 

7. That the mixed minerals—superphosphato 
and potash—combined with a moderate dose of 
nitrate of soda, give the best results. 

8. The greater luxuriance of the grase on the 
hitrogenized plots, the luxuriance increasing as 
the quantity of nitrogen was greater, suggests 
that there was more nitrogen than the corn crop 
could take up and appropriate. How otherwise 
can the result be explained? The failure of the 
volunteer crop of grass in the stable manure. plot 
is inexplicable except on the hypothesis that the 
organic nitrogen of the stable manure was more 
assimilable and consequently more compen re- 
moved from the soil than the nitrogen of the 
dried blood, the nitric acid of the nitrate of soda, 
or the ammoniaof the sulphate.gBut what became 
of it; it did not increase Lie yieid of corn? 

The above are notto be accepted as conclusive, 
but as significant and suggestive only. Such ex- 
periments must be repeatedly made on different 
soi!s and in different sections of the country. 
They are, however, worthy of careful study and 
wiil be helpful in practice.

AS THEY DEVELOP FaCH DAY AT 
THE CAPITOL. - 


Meeting of the Committee on Improving the 
Capitol Grounds—Preparing for the Mil- _ 
itary Encaimpment—Contests. 2 


The commission appointed by the last legis- 
Jature to take charge of the improvement of 
the capitol grounds, held its first meeting in 
the governor's office yesterday morning. 

The committee consists of Governor Northen, 
Comptroller General Wright, Treasurer Harde- 
mau, Commissioner of Agricultare Nesbitt, 
Hon. R. G. Mitchell, president of the senate, 
and Hon. Clark Howell, speaker of the house. 

Ail the members of the commission were 
present except Colone) Mitchell. 

Governor Northen was made chairman of 
the commission. After an informal dis- 
cussion of the work the commission 
has in hand, Mr. Howell moved 
that Treasurer Hardeman,Comptrolier General 
Wright and Commissioner Nesbitt be appointed 
& subcommittee to ascertrin just what is to be 
done. The motion was carried. This sub- 
committee is to consider the whole matter of 
needed improvements to the grounds and the 
different plans of beautifying them, and will 
report, with recommendations, to the commis- 
sion at an early day. ; 

The improvements contemplated include ” 
sidewalks around the capitol block, stone 
coping, walks, fountains, sodding, etc. The 
work will be pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible. 

Governor Northen was at his office in the 
capitol yesterday for the first time in several 
days—the second time since the grip laid hold 


The call for the advisory board meeting has 
not been issued yet, but it is understood that 
the date has been changed fnom the 21st of 
January tothe 22d. 

Speaking of the permanent site for the 
annual encampment of the militia, Adjutant 
General Kell said yesterday:

NOBLE WOMEN'S WORK. 


THE INDUSTRIAL UNION HOLDS AN 


IMPORTANT MEETING. 


There Will Be Great Additions Made to the 
School for the Poer—The Home for 
the Friendless Fiourishing. 


The Woman’s Industrial Union held its first 
regular monthly meeting of the new year yes- 
terday. 

A large representation of the faithful Chris- 
tian women of Atlanta gathered in the ladies’ 
reading room of the Young Men’s Library, and 
when the meeting was called toorder by the 
president business was taken up in earnest. 

The reports of the officers were heard 
with much interest, and the members evinced 
much enthusiasm over the success of the 
union as indicated by the reports. 

They showed that the year just passed has 
been one of prosperity forthe organization, 
and that much good has resulted from the un- 
tiring and zealous work of the noble women 
with the cause of this club at heart. 

THE SCHOOL PROSPERS. 

Especially was the report of the 
school committee an interesting one, and 
one of which the Woman’s Industrial 
Union should feel justly proud. 

The report showed that the school has in 
attendance now sixty-one pupils, and that 
applications for tuition have to be refused 
reluctantly each day from the lack of Con- 
veniences. 

There was much satisfaction manifested at 
the very great work this school, sustained 
totally by the efforts and charity of the union, 
is doing. 

TO BE ENLARGED. 

It will be enlarged. 

In the report of the 
mittee it was recommended that an- 
other teacher be engaged, and an 
additional room be added te the school build- 
ing on Ivy street. 

Efforts will be made to secure the enlarge- 
ments necessary. 

The meeting discussed the matter somewhat 
at length yesterday, and finally decided to 
instruct the school committee toinvestigate the 
matter and take such steps as they may see fit 
to procure the advantages recommended. 

This committee is composed of Mrs. R. M. 
Clayton, Mrs. A. E. Buck, Mrs. Livingston 
Mims, Mrs. H. E. McCabe, Mrs. M. Fitzgerald 
and Mrs. G. Winship. 

All of these ladies are zealous 
in the work of increasing the facilities of the 
school and something is sure to result from 
their labors in this direction.
